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EUROPEAN SITUATION 
BECOMES MOJRE INTENSE. 


Latest developments in Europe are such as to dispel nearly all 


hopes that might have been entertained for peace and the best that 
can be expected is that all the great powers will not be involved, and 
there is little on which to base that expectation. While a great deal 
of the matter *hat comes over tlie cables ,arid wires from abroad can 


rf>c jauly discredited because cf the excitement attendant upon the 
* situation, enough information has been received to warrant the asser- 
tion that the situation is not at all bright. 


It looks at this writing as if the Triple Alliance of Germany, Aus- 


tria and Italy will become involved with the Triple Entente of Eng- 
land, France and Russia, with Japan a possible ally of England in 
whatever course tae latter elects to pursue. The treaties made be- 
tween the powers are ot a ctiarattcr uiuuug uicm in trouble, the 
Triple Alliance and the Triple Entente participants being bound to 
aid'each other, even to the extent of going to war. England's agree- 
ment with Japan is equally binding. 


Russia appears to be determined to stand by Servia because of

arations, Another fact that appears ample to warrant the belief that 
Russia does not intend to refrain from aiding Servia in the struggle, 
lies in the statement that when Germany yesterday gave Russia 
twenty-four hours in which to -explain her actions, the reply was sent 
back in an hour; that it was terse and to the point, stating that 
Russia's mobilization was only partial and could not be stopped. 
TV'-e w?s little <?atisfac*;on foi the kaise^ ir that note and it is small 
wonder that pending the receipt of the answer orders of a peremptory 
character for t^e rrQV.:"zation of the German armv and the assem- 
bling of her fleet were issued. 


Meanwhile France, Germany's ancient enemy, is quietly prepar- 


ing for action. It look= as if l^ance was almost ready to take the 
field at a moment's notice. France, it will be recalled, has never 
forgotten the act of Bismarck in forcing her to relinquish control of 
the provinces of Alsace and Lorraine following the war of 1870-71, 
and ever since the defeat of Napoleon III has awaited an opportunity 
for retaliation ana recapture. The French cabinet is meeting daily 
and the fleet has been ordered to prepare 
for* eventualities. The 


kaiser is concentrating his battle squadrons at Kiel and Wilhem- 
sbaven and his fleets in the far east have been ordered to unite at 
their respective stations. 


England also, while making an effort for peace, is taking 


no chances. The main fleet which left Portsmouth Wednesday 
under sealed orders, has not been located, but it is fair to presume 
at the opportune moment it will be found at the proper place. In the 
outlying colonies of Great Britain the troops have been ordered to 
prepare for instant service and everywhere there is the greatest 
military activity. Compared with the struggle between Austria and 
Servia the actions of the great powers are such as to entirely over- 
shadow this difficulty. 


What will be the result if war is declared and all these great 


nations are plunged into strife' We predict a short, but disastrous 
struggle and it looks as if the Triple Entente would have the best of 
it. The combined navies of England, France, Russia and Japan are 
superior to the combined navies of Austria, Germany and Italy and 
the military strength of the four countries is superior to that of the 
three. Italy is crippled as a result of her wars in Northern Africa in 
addition. 


With Russia moving an army of immense numbers from the east, 


England and France attacking on the west, with the navies of Eng- 
land beating at the northern door of Germany, well fortified although 
it is," and Japan and France with their feets hammering away on the 
south through the ports of the Adriatic, it requires no great stretch 
of the imagination to see that the* utmost military skill will have to 
be displayed in order to repel the assaults of the quartet of nations 
that stand among the leaders of the powers of the earth. 


There is another phase of the situation that warrants more than 


passing attention. If war is declared the airship will be a factor and 
in this respect it is stated that France is the best equipped of all 
interested, having nearly two thousand military flying machines that 
can scatter terror and death wherever they go. Of course Germany 
and the other nations involved have been giving a great deal of at- 
tention to, this phase of warfare, but France appears to be best pre- 
pared in that respect In a battle in the air, with the conditions as 
they appear to be, France is far and away ahead of the others. 


THE TRIBUNE hopes there will be no war between the great 


cowers: that better counsel will prevail and the slaughter of men 
and the destruction of property, the creation of misery for innocent 
women and children may be averted, but it does not look as if there 
was much of reality on which to base such a wish. If war doss come 
it will be one of the most terrible in history and its results most 
appalling. The face of the maps will be changed and some countries 
that now have identities are liable to lose them. 


It has been suggested that this war would make business good 


in the United States; that there would be an immense demand for 
everything produced here, but in the face of the fact that every 
dollar would be purchased by a drop of blood, the commerce of the 
nations involved would be of necessity impaired and in the cases of 
the vanquished practically swept from the seas, the United States 
cannot afford to wish for any such result. Better that Amercia work 
out her salvation and achieve a greater prosperity through individual 
effort as a member of th<> or-at '•ountnes of the globe than to achieve 
u through the slaughter of hundreds of thousands of the world's best 
men on the field of battle.
